I FERE ration appeals for 
HEALTH officer to clean up 
five POINTS; REQUEST GRANT- 
HI |{\ COUNTY SUPERVISORS. 


The county supervisors held a short, 
session at Redwood City Monday, '&11

One of the chief subjects of interest 
considered was the thorough cleaning 
up of Five Points, just south of Red¬ 
wood City. The sanitary conditions 
at Five Points have come up for dis¬ 
cussion at the supervisors’ meetings 
before. At Monday’s meeting a com¬ 
munication was received from the-San 
Mateo County Federation of Woman's 
Clubs, asking that a special health 
officer be appointed to see that condi¬ 
tions were bettered at this place. The 
county officials voted to aJlow such an 
appointment and to place the selec¬ 
tion of the officer in the hands of the 
members of the federation and to have 
him do his Work under the federation's 
direction. It was stipulated that the 
cost should not be over $100. 

Elgin E. Kreiss was appointed 
traffic officer to serve at Five Points 
Sundays and holidays during the sum¬ 
mer. » 

The resignation of County Sealer of 
Weights and Measures Matthew W. 
Grady was received and accepted and 
Edward W. Ford appointed to fill the 
vancancy. s 

Specifications for needed repair 
work on the ha Honda road were re¬ 
ceived from Surveyor Kneese and 
County Clerk Elizabeth ~ Nash in¬ 
structed to advertise for bids to do 
this work. ^ 

The board decided to pa^ the claim 
of Stuart S. Smith for a rock crusher 
furnished the county. This claim has 
been held up fo rsome time for in¬ 
vestigation.

A new, comprehensive and fate- 
reaching ruling on the prohibition 
question was announced Wednesday 
by the internal,revenue bureau." The 
new ruling was one of Attorney- 
General Palmer's last acts in office, 
and lifts many restrictions on the use 
of liquor that prohibition officers have 
been endeavoring to enforce. Prohibi- 
tiontion Commissioner Kramer an¬ 
nounced that due to this ruling it will 
bo more difficult than ever to enforce' 
prohibition. 

One of tlie most salinet features of 
the attorney-gen4*ral's opinion is that 
practically all restrictions placed on 
physicians in tin 1 prescribing of wine, 
beer, whisky, or other liquors are 
taken off. 

Commissioner Kramer issued o 
statement^in part as follows: 

"We will have to draft entirely new 
regulations to deal with the situation 
and therg Will be no question but 
that our problems, which lias been 
heavy enough, will he multiplied many 
times by the new decision." 

Attorney General Daugherty, Pal¬ 
mer’s successor, would make no com¬ 
ment on the opinion rendered by his 
•predecessor, but officials pointed out 
that, while opinions are sometimes 
reversed, a request for reconsideration 
would have to Vome from some gov¬ 
ernment official or bureau involved. 

It is reported that San Francisco 
breweries, closed under bone dry pro¬ 
hibition, will reopen their plants under 
the new ruling that beer and wine can 
be made and sold provided it is not 
for beverage purposes. 

Rudolph Saniet, former head of the 
Brewers’ Association and general 
manger of the Rainier Brewing 
Company, one of the best informed 
men In the stute on tlie situation*, 
said: 

"The brewers will do nothing until 
they get the official ruling. If . dt 
proves to be us we suppose, the first 
move will be to apply for a license t% 
reopen. Some of them, perhaps all, 
wlU get licenses. But there can be 
no doubt that they will have to re¬ 
open their plants." 


C. C. Conrad, clerk of the school \ 
board, speaking for his colleagues, 
stated the school trustees would bear 
the othjjr half of the expense.

Tlie plan 
of action as outlined by Mr. Koop is 
to hire an efficient carpenter to over¬ 
see the work, most of which would be 
contributed by Legion members. It 
is expected that construction will 
start within a few days. 

Two communications from the 
League of California ( Municipalities 
regarding bills 230, 231, and 227, now 
before the legislature, were read. The 
first two, according to tlie lettep, are 
respectively a proposed new franchise 
act and an amendment to the public 
utilities act, and are designed to take 
away some of the power regarding 
public utilities now vested in muni¬ 
cipal bodies and transfer it to the 
State Railroad Commission. The 
third bill is designed to make the 
office of city marshal once more 
elective, as it was prior to 1911, in¬ 
stead of appointive as it is at present. 
The board passed resolutions oppos¬ 
ing the bills, and City Clerk Mc- 
Sweeney was instructed to write to 
write to Assemblyman Frank Eksward 
Assemblyman Frank Eksward and 
State Senator M. B. Johnson asking 
that they vote against these bills. 

An application for a permit to 
carry a gun was received from’-the 
Metal and Thermit Corporation.

CAN YOU MAKE GOOD BREAD— 
HUNDRED PER CENT BREAD? 


Garment Can Be Relied Upon to 
Do Long Service. 


The first few weeks after American 
families returned from substitute 
breads to that of 75-100 per cent 
wheat flour they were fairly content 
with any wheat bread whatever, 
whether It was excellent or not. 

However, now, since it is becoming 
once more a common part of every¬ 
day meals, almost every housewife is 
interested in knowing just how her 
bread would compare with other 
women’s. Many are planning to take 
a loaf to the county fair this summer, 
and they especially will be interested 
in knowing the points most often con¬ 
sidered by the judges. 

Score the bread you make next bak¬ 
ing day, and if it does not suit the 
requirements of an excellent loaf find 
out what is the trouble. Perhaps you 
will find you are using too much flour 
or are keeping the dough too warm 
or baking it in too hot an oven. If 
you are having any of these or the 
many other troubles which often arise 
in bread making you will find the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture's Farmers’ Bulletin No. 807, 
“Bread and Bread Making,” of value 
in solving the problems. It will be 
sent free on request. 

The following score card is one 
used in the Office of Home Economics, 
Department of Agriculture, in scoring 
breads made in the experimental 
kitchen: 

Points in Bread Judging 
Appearance—10 points. 

Consider the general shape of the 
loaf as a whole, the shape of the. top 
and the roundness or flatness of the 
dome. The surface should be smooth

Two years ago a large and intelli¬ 
gent water-hog from South America, 
tired of the local British menagerie 
which exploited him and his brethren, 
crept away, and took up his abode in 
a pond at Manning’s heath, Sussex. 
There he lived a hermlt-like existence, 
swimming and diving, or scrambling 
along the fringe of the pond by way 
of exercise, and harming no man. un¬ 
til quite recently a young foal disput¬ 
ed his cluim to the lake. The three- 
feet-long water-hog had the impu¬ 
dence to chase the foul, and suffered 
death at the hands of a gamekeeper 
for his misdemeanor. The hog’s life 
in the Sussex pond is regarded as all 
the more strange because few of his 
species have survived the English 
climate. Such creatures abound on 
the river hanks in South America, 
and, while possessing the skin and 
bristles of nn ordinary hedgehog, can 
swim and dive like a fish, often re¬ 
maining under water for lengthy 
periods. They have long, curiously 
molded teeth, which ennble them to 
grind to a pulp the vegetable matter 
that forms their sustenance, and al¬ 
low it to pass down the very narrow 
passage of their throat. They bark 
and growl like dogs, and are alto¬ 
gether unpleasant animals when 
roused. The Manning pond specimen 
was regarded by the villagers as quite 
harmless, however, and they deplored 
its untimely end.—London Mall. 


Pioneers' Prairie Bunk. 

The necessity of finding a more con¬ 
venient and comfortable place than 
the ground upon which to sleep pro¬ 
duced the “prairie bunk." This one- 
legged bedstead, now a piece of furni¬ 
ture of the past, was Improvised by 
the pioneer In a unique manner. A 
forked stake was driven into the 
ground at a proper distance from the 
corner of the room and upon It poles, 
usually of hickory, were laid reaching 
from each wall. These poles, where 
they touched the walls, rested in the . 
openings between the logs or were | 
driven Into nuger holes. Upon these 
poles sluts! of elnpbonrd were placed, 
or linden bark was Interwoven from 
pole to pole. Sometimes an old-fash¬ 
ioned “cord bed" was made by using 
basswood hark for the cord. On this 
framework the housewife spread her 
strnw tick or piled the luxurious 
mound of her homemade feather bed. 
Such a sleeping place was usually 
known as a “prairie bedstead," hut 
sometimes It was called a “prairie 
rascal.”—Mildred J. Sharp, In the Pal¬ 
impsest. 


Lady Hamilton, who, during the 
latter part of the Eighteenth century, 
was a world figure, and whose activ¬ 
ities did much to change history, was 
horn of a blacksmith and a cook. The 
time was to come when she was bed¬ 
fellow with the queen of Naples, and 
close friend to kings and princes, as 
well as the wife of the British ambas¬ 
sador to Italy, and mistress of the 
great Nelson, but It was as Emma - 
Lyon that she began her career of 
mastering power and authority by her 
woman’s beauty and wiles. 

While walking along the street at 
the age of sixteen she saw an old 
schoolfellow In the hands of a press 
gang that was about to convey him 
aboard a British ship bound for forced 
service. She went to Captain Payne, 
commander of the ship, and begged 
his release. The captain agreed—on 
a condition. The girl accepted it and 
gave up her honor to save her friend. 
The captain paid dearly for his act 
shortly afterward, ns the young beau¬ 
ty went about the town charging up 
bills of enormous amounts, and he 
was forced to settle. 


Thermometers Grow Old. 

Even thermometers become old, and 
consequently Inaccurate with age, mer¬ 
curial Instruments reading too high 
and spirit Instruments too low. In the 
former case the bulb appears to 
shrink, thus forcing the quicksilver 
too far up the stem. This gradual 
shrinkage Is supposed to be due to the 
fact that the external pressure on the 
bulb may be considerably higher than 
the Internal pressure, the air as far 
ns possible having been removed be¬ 
fore the glass Is sealed. 

On the other hand, the spirit ther¬ 
mometer is sealed with the bulb cov¬ 
ered in a freezing mixture, in order 
to lock up In the glass as much air ns 
possible. The Instrument thus starts 
with the Internnl pressure which In 
time nppears to be reduced either by 
expansion of the glass under the In¬ 
ternal pressure or by leakage.

In English there is not a more defl- ' 
nite word than sabbath, yet It is used j 
with an amazing carelessness ns a 
synonym for Sunday. The writers and 
translators of the New Testament use , 
sabbath correctly, says a writer in the 
Brooklyn Eagle. 

It is always Hebrew and in no in¬ 
stance Is it associated with the New j 
Testament dispensation—now univer¬ 
sally known as Christianity. Indeed 
tiie apostles were severely rebuked by 
the Jews for breaking the sabbath. 
Christians cannot break the sabbath, 
for they do not have it to break. 

Sabbath and Sunday are observed 
on separate days, but this is not nec¬ 
essary, as astronomy shows that the 
identity of days from year to year is 
impossible; since the year and day 
are incommensurable. The leap years 
show that any given date varies a 
day; even this does not correct the 
dates, as other corrections—the cen- 
turinl leap years—become necessary. 
There Is a still deeper reason for dls- j 
carding the severity of the sabbath, 
namely, our seven-day week Is un¬ 
counted tliousnnds of years older than 
the book of Genesis. Evidence is very , 
strong that it was founded on quarter- 
ing tiie sidereal month—the “true 
month.” Long before anything even 
approaching astronomy arose man no- 1 
ticed that the moon slowly moved into ^ 
another group of stars each night, and 
by rough eye measurement, completed 
her revolution in 28 days—“the 28 
mansions of heaven” of the Chinese 
and Japanese.

It is said that, of 
course, Morris knew that if the bill 
were defeated on the first roll call 
that a reconsideration would be moved 
and consequently he voted as he did 
to show his power. However, that 
may be, there is no question but that 
he could have put the bill through 
had he so chosen |nd he did not 
choose. 

Assemblymen Dan McLosky of Hol¬ 
lister and A. F. Stevens of Healdsburg 
deserted the administration forces, but 
Robert McPherson of Solano, Tommy 
Mitchell of San Francisco and Frank 
Heck of Bakersfield, opponents of the 
measure, switched and gave victory 
to the advocates of the measure. 

Loud Applause Greets Vote 

When Mitchell and McPherson voted 
aye the assembly and the gallery ap¬ 
plauded loudly. 

Administration members of the 
lower house threw bills, files and waste 
paper baskets in the air when the vote 
was announced. 

Tense moments came just before the 
bill was taken up. News that As¬ 
semblyman Heck had decided to vote 
for the bill spread panic among the 
corporation forces. There was a sud¬ 
den rush upon him by Assemblymen 
J. C. Bishop, E. O. Loucks and W. F. 
Beal. Heck was taken to the porch 
adjoining the assembly chamber, 
where Assemblyman J. B. Badarae.co 
and George Warren joined the group. 

Heck told the opponents of the bill 
he had received a petition from his 
district that brought pressurfe to bear 
on him. He said he would vote for 
the bill. 

“The petition isn't worth the paper 
it is written on," said Badaracco. 

“You have to stick to us now," said 
Bishop and Loucks. “We are your 
friends and you can’t desert usl." 

When Heck insisted he would vote 
for the bill, Badaracco summoned 
Senator Walter J. McDonald of San 
Francisco. 

“See what you can do with him,” said 
Badaracco to McDonald. McDonald 
started on Heck, but Heck left the 
porch and went into the cloakroom. 

McPherson Issues Statement 

McPherson, against his sincere feel¬ 
ings, voted for the measure and is¬ 
sued the following statement: 

“I have opposed the passage of the 
King bill because upon my detailed 
investigation of the same I have not 
proved to myself that it is an equaliza¬ 
tion measure, but is a revenue measure 
instead. The majority of the people of 
Solano county are, in my opinion, in 
favor of the bill, and it was for this 
reason that I accepted the issue in the 
manner In which I did upon the final 
roll call. 1 have investigated the bud¬ 
get and will practice economy to the 
best interests of my constituency and 
the people of the state of California. 
The government of this state must be 
maintained.” 

State University Claims Will Be 
Strictly Examined 

The State University which is ask¬ 
ing for several millions and which is 
the principal item in the budget, is to 
be rigorously examined. The salaries 
of the employes are to be studied and 
the why and wherefor of every item is 
to be investigated. 

As the men who are asking.'for the 
large appropriations for the university 
are the sume representatives of the 
corporations who have been fighting 
the tax law, Inhere is an inclination to 
call them on the carpet and demand to 
know how they can in one capacity 
preach economy and advertise to the 
state that millions in expenses can be 
saved and immediately afterwards 
come as regents with requests for 
millions. 

The King bill and the pending fight 
has taken up so much time and created 
so much interest that the legislature 
has practically done nothing else but 
wait upon its final settlement. Now 
that it is off the calendar, the real 
business of the session will begin, and 
possibly all the animosities that have 
been created will be smoothed out, but 
it is going to take some time, for rarely 
has there been more bitterness and 
more personalities exchanged than 
during the fight over the King bill. 

Rcapiiortionment, the Harris dry en¬ 
forcement measure, the budget con¬ 
troversy and the governor’s economy 
and efficiency bills now are causing the 
administration and opposition leaders 
to begin a checking up of members In 
both houses. 

The next move of the corporations 
to evade payment of the taxes the 
governor and the budget board be 
lieve they rightly should bear under 
the King bill will be a legal battle 
to beat the provisions of the measure 
in court. 

It is said the corporations and 
hanks probably will go into the Fed¬ 
eral courts for an injunction against 
the King hill and .then attempt to 
prove the Seavey formulas, by which 
the tax rates were fixed, unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

For many days to come, the attack 
being made upon the budget by the 
same influences which sought to kill 
the King bill will be predominant 
among legislative affairs at the capi 
tal. 

Result Puzzles 

Just what will be the result of the 
defeat of the corporations and banks 
in the taxation conflict insofar as the 
budget dispute is concerned, is a mat¬ 
ter of speculation. 

The enemies of the King bill 
launched a drive against the budget 
primarily as a counter attack which 
they believed would aid them in beat 
ing the measure. But now, with the 
tax bill signed and a law, there is 
much discussion among political ob¬ 
servers here as to whether or not the 
ardor of the opponents of the budget 


Furs Made to Order and Remodeled Reasonable 


Use for Fire-Killed Timber. 

Prejudice exists in certain quarters 
against the use of timber cut from 
dead trees, and some purchase speci¬ 
fications insist that only timber cut 
from live trees will be acceptable As 
a matter of fact when sound dead trees 
are sawed into lumber and the weath¬ 
ered or charred outside is cut away, 
there is no method known to the Unit¬ 
ed States forest products laboratory 
by which the lumber can be distin¬ 
guished from that cut from live trees, 
except that the lumber from dead trees 
m|^ be partly seasoned when sawed. 
All the information available at the 
laboratory indicates that timber cut 
from iryseot of fire-killed trees Is just 
as good for any strucfliral purpose as 
that cut from live trees of similar 
quality, providing the wood has not 
been subsequently injured by decay 
or further insect attack.

Sacramento—It has been a week of 
intense excitement. A week in which 
every fighting man has been on the 
line, and the battle has waged as I 
have not seen it fought in the twenty 
odd years that I can recollect the per¬ 
formances of the California legislature. 
There was intense excitement during 
the several efforts to pass an anti- 
Japanese bill, when everybody's ear 
was near the ground listening for news 
from Washington, but then every mem¬ 
ber of both bouses was in accord with 
his brethren and there was no conflict. 
There have been several bitter fights 
over the cement sacking bill, and some 
rows over railroad measures, but noth¬ 
ing in any of those contests resembled 
the present mix up over the tax rate 
bill. 

The King bill, raising the tax rates 
of corporations and banks, was passed 
in the assembly this week, 54 to 26. 

Bitterest of all legislative fights 
the conflict between Governor William 
D. Stephens and the corporations came 
to an end with pandemonium reigning 
in the lower house of the legislature. 

The bill has been signed by Gover¬ 
nor Stephens. 

When the fight recommenced there 
was another hearing lasting for nearly 
twenty-four hours, in which every pos¬ 
sible phrase of the question was dis¬ 
cussed. The corporations were led by 
President John S. Drum of the Mer¬ 
cantile Bank of S’an Francisco and 
president of the American Bankers' 
Association. Drum is unquestionably 
a very able man and really is the only 
one of the higher ups who makes any 
impression. He was of course assisted 
by many experts of all varieties and 
styles, <but they fully met their match 
in Clyde Seavey of the State Board of 
Control and Secretary Lack of the 
State Board of Equalization. Seavey, 
who is an ex»newspaperman, has been 
with the Board of Examiners and 
Board of Control for a quarter of a 
century or more. 

For hours Seavey and Lack not only 
answered their opponents and held the 
attacking forces at bay, but they went 
still further and carried the battle Into 
tho enemy’s camp and routed him a 
number of times. The galleries, of 
course, were jammed and the interest 
was intense. It was with difficulty 
that the presiding officer was able to 
suppress the applause when a good 
point or an apt retort excited the al¬ 
ready overwrought up audience. As I 
have remarked before the audience 
was different also from those one has 
been in the habit of seeing in attend¬ 
ance on such occasions in the past. 
Of course the opposition was prom¬ 
inently in evidence, and the million¬ 
aires who usually occupy first seats 
in theaters and at churches enjoyed 
the novel experience of sitting with 
the proletariat in the gallery. 

Debate In Senate Extremely Bitter 

In the senate the efforts of the cor¬ 
porations won them two votes. The 
debate was extremely bitter^and ap¬ 
proached at times a point, Specially 
during the committee meetings where 
personalities seemed likely to lead to 
unpleasant incidents, but fortunately 
they were smoothed over without any 
break. 

When the vote was announced and 
it was evident that the bill had passed 
the senate, Senator Chamberlain Jump¬ 
ed to his feet and moved reconsidera¬ 
tion at once, which was unanimously 
voted down, so that reconsideration 
could not come up again in the senate. 
With the result in the senate neither 
side was disappointed, as it was con¬ 
ceded that the bill would pass that 
house, but the change in the vote was, 
of course, discouraging to the adminis¬ 
tration because it showed that they 
had lost votes. However, no effort 
had been made in the senate during 
the recess to change votes. Both sides 
bad concentrated on the assembly and 
there the real battle, everyone under¬ 
stood, was to be fought out; so when 
the bill was sent over to that body, 
which had been beating time waiting 
for it, the efforts of corporations and 
administration leaders redoubled. The 
life of every member who could in the 
remotest degree be considered as 
doubtful, became a burden. Telegrams 
poured in and letters were brought up 
bjrThe sackful. 

Of the debate little need be said. 
It was perfunctory and of course had 
no effect upon the/ result. The admin¬ 
istration lacked one vote of the 54 
needed when the final vote on the 
passage of the bill was taken. All over 
the room and in the galleries men and 
women sat with roll calls in their 
bands, checking up the vote, and it 
was not until “Mr. Speaker” had voted 
that the result was known. 

Then there was a pause and of 
course much excitement. The opposi¬ 
tion thought they had finally won, but 
Pettis, the floor leader, gave notice of 
reconsideration. That, of course re¬ 
quired only a majority vote and when 
the measure came up it was put over 
until the next day, even the opposi¬ 
tion agreeing to that move. 

Morris of San Francisco Casts Deciding 
Vote 

The trouble was that one vote would 
decide it either way, and Morris of 
San Francisco had that vote. He final¬ 
ly voted against the bill. Had he voted 
“aye” It would have had the necessary 
64 vote*. 

Naturally he at once became the 
eenter of all the forces on both aider.

BIRD THAT LOCKS ITS NEST 


Central American Wren Takes Par¬ 
ticular Care That Its Eggs Shall 
Not Be Harmed. 


in Central America are many 
strange' birds with stranger habits, but 
probably none is more interesting than 
a little brown wren which may be 
seen along the roadsides or on fences. 
This little bird, about the size of a 
canary, builds a nest out of all pro¬ 
portion to its apparent needs. He se¬ 
lects a sum 11 tree with horizontal 
branches growing close together. 
Across two of tlu> brandies he lays 
sticks fastened together with tough 
tlhcr until a platform about six feet 
long by two feet wide is constructed. 
On ttie end of this platform nearest 
the tree trunk he then builds a huge 
dome-shaped nest a foot or so high, 
with thick sides of interwoven thorns. 
A covered passageway is then made 
from the nest to the end of the plat¬ 
form in as crooked a manner ns pos¬ 
sible Across tin* miter end as well as 
at short Intervals along the Inside of 
this tunnel are placed cunning little 
fences of thorns, with just enough 
space for the owners to pass through.
